You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  town  hall  in 
said  town  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  March  next  at  ten  of  the 
clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  upon  the  following  matters  : 

Art.    1     To  choose  a  town  clerk. 

Art.   2     To  choose  three  selectmen. 

Art.   3     To  choose  a  town  treasurer. 

Art.   4     To  choose  one  or  more  highway  agents. 

Art.   5     To  choose  one  or  more  auditors. 

Art.  6  To  choose  one  library  trustee  for  the  term  of 
three  years. 

Art.  7  To  choose  one  member  of  the  board  of  ceme- 
tery commissioners  for  the  term  of  five  years. 

Art.   8     To  choose  all  other  necessary  town  officers. 

Art.  9  To  hear  the  reports  of  the  selectmen,  treasur- 
er, cemetery  commissioners,  and  other  town  officers  heretofore 
chosen,  and  to  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Art.  10  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  selectmen  to  borrow  on  the  credit  of  the  town  such  sums 
of  money  as  may  be  needed  to  defray  town  expenses  until 
the  taxes  shall  be  collected,  and  to  issue  the  notes  of  the 
town  for  all  sums  so  borrowed. 

Art.  11.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money 
as  may  be  necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  the  poor. 

Art.  12.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of 
money  as  may  be  necessary  to  retire  the  lait  three  thousand 
dollars  of  town  bonds  and  to  pay  the  interest  thereon. 
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Art.  13  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of 
money  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
Trunk  Line  and  State  Aid  roads. 

Art.  14.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of 
money  as  may  be  necessary  for  laying  out,  building  and  re- 
pairing highways  and   bridges. 

Art.  15.  To  see  what  action  the  townwilltake  in  re- 
gard to  securing  state  aid  for  highways  in  this  town,  under 
the  provisions  of  an  act  approved  February  24fh,  1903,  en- 
titled "An  act  to  provide  for  state  aid  and  for  the  expendi- 
tures of  other  public  moneys  in  the  permanent  improvment 
of  main  highways  throughout  the  state,"  and  acts  in  amend- 
ent  thereof,  to  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as 
may  be  deemed  advisable  for  expenditure  under  the  provision 
of  said  act  and  amendents,  and  to  pass  any  vote  relating 
thereto. 

Art.  16.  To  determine  what  sum  of  money  the  town 
will  raise  and  appropriate  for  town  libraries. 

Art.  17.  To  determine  what  sum  of  money  the  town 
will  raise  and  appropriate  for  Decoration  Day. 

Art.  18  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  Cottage  Hospital. 

Art.  19.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  adopt  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  172  of  the  laws  of  1913  relative  to  the 
protection  of  minors. 

Art.  20.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of 
money  as  may  be  necessary  for  other  town  charges. 

Art.  21.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Se- 
lectmen to  issue  bonds  or  notes  to  an  amount  not  exceeding 
forty  thousand  dollars,  in  such  denominations  and  payable  at 
such  times  as  they  think  advisable,  for  the  purpose  of  defray- 


ing  the  expense  incurred  in  building  a  new  bridge  between 
Woodsville  and  Wells  River.

REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN 


To  the  Citizens  and  Taxpayers  oi  Haverhill : 

The  selectmen  herewith  submit  their  annual  report  for 
the  year  ending  February  15,  1917. 

In  addition  to  the  detailed  statements  submitted,  the 
selectmen  desire  to  refer  briefly  to  a  few  matters  affecting  the 
interests  of  the  town. 

Highway.  The  Connecticut  River  truck  line  (about  11 
miles)  is  under  the  care  of  two  patrolmen  appointed  by  the 
State  Highway  department.  The  Oliverinn  Brook  road  is 
now  part  of  a  new  State  road  from  Haverhill  to  Plymouth 
and  is  called  The  Moosilauke  Road.  This  road  has  also  been 
placed  under  the  care  of  a  patrolman.  It  is  expected  that 
work  on  this  road  will  be  undertaken  by  the  state  this  com- 
ing season.  The  meadow  road  so  called  between  the  Cottage 
Hospital  and  the  village  of  Woodsville  has  been  rebuilt  and 
is  now  a  part  of  the  state  road.  All  of  the  Connecticut  River 
road  and  so  much  of  the  Moosilauke  Road  as  has  been  newly 
constructed  was  oiled  during  the  summer,  as  well  as  some 
road  at  Pika  and  other  parts  of  the  town.  There  have  been 
the  usual  repairs  on  other  roads  in  town  and  several  per- 
manent culverts  put  in.  The  increased  cost  of  labor  and  sup- 
plies is  adding  very  materially  to  the  cost  of  this  department 
A  system  of  drainage  for  surface  water  on  the  Connecticut 
River  road  at  North  Haverhill  has  been  put  in  by  the  State 
Highway  department.  No  provision  was  made  to  pay  for 
this  in  the  annual  appropriation.  The  town's  part  of  the  ex- 
pense was  $1,400. 

County  And  Town  Poor.  These  accounts  vary  little 
from  year  to  year,  and  your  officials  have  used  their  best 
judgment  in  handling  what  are  necessarily  difficult  situations. 
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Quarantine.  The  expense  of  this  department  is  some- 
what less  than  last  year  and  every  effort  is  made  to  keep  it 
as  low  as  possible. 

Tax  Collection.  The  amount  collected  by  taxation 
steadily  increases.  The  taxes  this  year  have  again  been  well 
collected,  thus  keeping  up  the  town's    already  good    record. 

Tax  Rates.  Compared  with  last  year,  the  town  rate  is 
slightly  lower,  while  the  rates  in  Woodsville  and  Haverhill 
precincts  have  slightly  increased. 

Police.  No  appropriation  is  made  for  this  department 
and  the  expense  varies  little  from  year  to  year.  The  town  is 
getting  good  police  protection  at  reasonable  expense. 

Inventory.  The  inventories  of  1915  and  1916  will  be 
found  on  a  later  page.  They  are  published  not  only  for  the 
purpose  of  information,  but  for  making  interesting  com- 
parisons. 

Trust  Funds  Heretofore  the  selectmen  have  been 
trustees  for  funds  left  to  the  town  in  trust,  but  last  March 
three  trustees  were  elected  to  handle  all  trust  funds  in  ac- 
cordance with  recent  legislation.  Attention  is  called  to  their 
report . 

Town  Clerk's  Office.  The  vault  in  this  office  has 
been  repaired  and  newly  equipped  with  modern  steel  fixtures 
for  the  better  care  and  protection  of  all  town  records.  The 
town  now  has  one  of  the  best  equipped  town  clerk's  vaults 
in  the  state.   You  are  asked  to  inspect  it. 

Woodsville- Wells  River  Bridge.  Your  select- 
men have  labored  earnestly  and  long  to  carry  out  your  vote 
to  provide  for  a  new  bridge  across  the  Connecticut  River  be- 
tween Woodsville  and  Wells  River,  Vt.  Many  difficulties 
have  been  encountered,  but  at  last  a  contract  for  a  stet  i 
bridge  has  been  let  and  a  substantial  amount  of  work  has  al- 
ready been  done  on  the  two  abutments.  At  the  March  meet 
ing  you  will  be  called  upon  to  make  provision  for  the  pay-

merit  of  this  bridge  and  at  that  time  a  more  detailed  state- 
ment about  the  bridge  will  be  submitted.  When  completed 
this  should  be  one  of  the  finest  highway  bridges  in  New- 
England,  and  for  Haverhill  all  toll  bridges  will  be  a  thing  of 
the  past. 

South  Newbury-Haverhill  Bridge.  By  a  vote  of 
the  town  the  selectmen  were  authorized  (acting  jointly  with 
the  selectmen  of  Newbury,  Vt.,)  to  purchase,  repair  and 
make  free  to  public  travel  the  Bedell  Bridge,  so-called,  pro- 
vided this  could  be  done  at  an  expense  to  Haverhill  of  not 
over  SI 500.  They  are  pleased  to  report  that  this  bridge 
was  purchased,  and  under  the  supervision  of  a  competent  en- 
gin3er  and  bridge  builder  put  in  good  repair  and  opened  to 
free  public  travel  early  in  the  summer  at  an  expense  of  less 
than  $1000.  This  makes  the  second  toll  bridge  across  the 
Connecticut  River  to  be  freed  by  the  towns  of  Haverhill  and 
Newbury. 

Financial  Condition.  Three  thousand ($3,000)  dol- 
lars of  town  bonds  were  paid  during  the  year,  and  on  De- 
cember 1st.  next  the  lasc  of  our  town  bonds  will  be  paid. 
The  net  debt  of  the  town  on  February  15,  1917,  was 
$6,185.15.  In  this  connection  it  seems  desirable  to  call  your 
attention  to  the  fact  that  your  selectmen  were  called  upon  to 
make  expenditures  for  which  no  money  had  been  raised ; 
namely,  repairing  and  equipping  town  clerk's  vault, $909. 25 
Bedell  Bridge,  $919. 16  ;  settlement  of  the  three  Knight  cases, 
$1,422.38  ;  highway  drainage,  state  road  at  North  Haverhill, 
$1,400  ;  and  "town  expense"  bills  for  which  $1,500  was 
voted  but  was  not  assessed.  Had  money  been  raised  and  as- 
sessed for  these  items  the  amount  would  have  been  sufficient 
to  practically  clean  up  the  entire  net  debt. 

Warrant.  As  usual,  a  copy  of  the  warrant  will  be 
found  in  counection  with  this  report,  to  which  your  attention 
is  respectfully  called.

Your  auditors  have  examined  in  detail,  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  selectmen,  town  treasurer  and  road  agents.

The  vtrioui  trust  funds  are  found  intact  and  properly 
invested.  All  income  from  the  cemetery  fund  has  been  turned 
over  by  the  Trustees  to  the  Cemetery  Commissioners.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD 


During  the  past  year  the  School  Buildings  at  Brier  Hill 
and  Center  Haverhill  have  been  thoroughly  repaired,  new 
fl  >or8  laid  and  equipped  with  new  desks  and  seats  ;  better 
light  has  been  furnished  to  accommocate  the  pupils  and  a 
new  furnace  stove  has  been  installed  in  each  building  so 
that  in  those  districts  the  school  houses  are  all  that  one 
could  wish  to  accommodate  the  pupils. 

Pearsons  Hall  at  Haverhill  Academy  is  now  wholly 
available  for  school  work.  This  adds  much  to  the  advantage 
of  the  school  at  Haverhill  Corner. 

The  school  house  at  No.  6  should  be  repaired  after  the 
plan  of  the  building  at  Center  Haverhill.  The  estimated  cost 
of  this  will  be  about  $500.00 

New  toilets  and  minor  changes  in  the  basement  at  North 

Haverhill  are  much  needed  to  lessen  the  tendency  of  so  much 

ttention  by  expert  plumbers.   Cost  would  be  about  $250.00 

The  school  at  No.  10  may  soon  have  to  be  closed  as 
there  are  only  five  scholars  registered  there.  A  school  of 
this  size  should  be  merged  with  another  school  where  there 
are  good  transportation  facilities.  No.  10  could  be  taken  care 
of  at  Center  Haverhill  and  the  teacher  there  would  not  be 
over-worked  nor  the  seating  capacity  of  the  school  building 
be  over  taxed. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  it  will  be  nec- 
essary to  elect  two  members  of  the  School  Board  : 

Emil  Blank,  term  expired. 

William  E,  Lawrence,  resigned. 

For  your  consideration  we  submit  the  following  recom- 
mendations : 

For  all  school  purposes,  $11,500  00 
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For  repairs  mentioned  and  other  minor  repairs.  1,000  00

A  review  of  last  year's  work  indicates  some  progress. 
Pupils  are  learning  to  read  earlier  and  better,  and  reading 
more  than  ever  before.  A  large  amount  of  supplementary 
reading  material  is  now  provided  which  not  only  aids  in  the 
mechanics  of  reading  but  helps  the  pupil  acquire  a  taste  for 
literature  and  furnishes  a  mass  of  material  with  which  to 
broaden  out  his  knowledge  of  the  world  in  which  he  lives. 
In  arithmetic  increasing  stress  is  being  placed  on  fundament- 
als and  less  and  less  on  obsolete  subjects  and  mathematical 
puzzles.  The  pupil  in  the  grades  who  does  not  know  cube 
root  or  the  relation  of  similar  solids  may  be  pardoned  but 
not  so  the  pupil  who  cannot  foot  up  a  bill  correctly  or  reckon 
accurately  simple  interest  on  a  note.  History  and  geogra- 
phy under  the  trained  teacher  are  richer  and  broader  sub- 
jects   than   when    taught    by  the    old    fashioned    text    book 
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memory  drill.  Pupils  use  more  correctly  both  oral  and 
written  language  and  as  a  result  express  themselves  more 
readily.  The  practical  arts  in  the  high  school  and  in  the 
grades  where  undertaken  have  proved  a  popular  and  very 
valuable  training. 

Mr.  Cornell  in  his  report  of  Haverhill  Academy  calls 
attention  to  the  increased  enrollment,  to  the  additional  equip- 
ment in  the  way  of  desks,  recitation  chairs  and  blacksmith 
shop  and  to  the  fitting  up  of  a  science  laboratory  in  Pearson 
Hall.  The  schoolhouses  at  Brier  Hill  and  the  Center  have 
been  repaired  and  remodeled  throughout  and  furnished  with 
the  best  modern  equipment  They  are  now  model  buildings 
of  which  the  town  may  well  be  proud.  The  East  Haverhill 
schoolhouse  has  been  painted  inside  and  out  the  and  primary 
room  fitted  up  with  adjustable  furniture.  A  hard  wood  floor 
has  been  laid  in  the  intermediate  room  at  Pike.  Other 
minor  repairs  have  also  been  made. 

Next  year  the  district  should  continue  the  policy  begun 
this  year  of  repairing,  painting  and  equipping  its  one  room 
schoolhouses.  The  rooms  at  the  North  Haverhill  school 
need  tinting  badly  and  the  windows  should  be  fitted  with 
suitable  curtains. 

Janitors  should  be  told  when  engaged  as  to  what  is  ex- 
pected of  them  and  they  should  be  paid  enough  to  have  the 
work  thoroughly  done.  The  school  room  should  be  a  model 
for  the  comtnunty  in  cleanliness  and  general  appearance. 

In  my  opinion  the  census  enumerator  and  the  truant 
officer  should  receive  pay  tor  the  actual  time  spent  and  the 
expense  incurred.  Our  attendance  record  shows  the  need 
of  considerable  work  on  the  part  of  the  truant  officer  and 
his  efficiency  will  depend  on  whether  or  not  he  is  paid  in 
proportion   to  his  work. 

The  tuition  at  Haverhill  Academy  is  at   present    $36    per 
year.     The  cost  per  pupil  last  year  without    counting    over- 
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head  charges  was  something  over  $50.  I  believe  that  the 
tuition  rate  should  be  raised  to  more  nearly  meet  the  actual 
expense. 

Again  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  cordial 
spirit  of  cooperation  which  has  characterized  my  relations 
during  the  year  with  teachers,  school  board  and  public.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  HIGH 

SCHOOL 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  the  Townoj  Haver- 
hill, Sir: 

I  hereby  present  my  third  annual  report  for  the  year 
1916-1917. 

Enrollment 

This  year  there  has  been  a  slight  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  pupils  enrolled  in  Haverhill  Academy,  the  total  reg- 
istration to  date  being  70.  The  distribution  of  students  in 
the  different  courses  is  as  follows  :  Latin,  9  ;  English,  4  ; 
Agricultural,  25  ;  Domestic  Arts,  32  ;  Advanced  Cooking 
and  household  Economics  are  given  this  year  for  the  first 
time.  The  same  is  true  of  Forestry  and  Farm  Management. 
The  present  school  year  is  the  first  in  whicth  full  four  year 
courses  have  been  given  in  Agriculture  and  Domestic  Arts, 
and  next  June  we  shall  graduate  pupils  from  these  •curricula. 

School  Project  Work 
Owing  to  the  unfavorable  season  and  other  factors  be- 
yond our  control,  the  school  potato  project  was  very  unsatis- 
factory, Being  unable  to  hire  anyone  to  harrow  the  field 
when  it  should  have  been  done,  we  were  obliged  to  plant  the 
potatoes  very  late.  Too  late,  in  fact,  for  the  boys  to  plant 
more  than  a  third  of  the  piece  ;  consequently,  it  was  necessary 
to  hire  a  man  to  finish  the  planting  as  well  as  take  care  of 
the  potatoes  during  the  summer.  When  digging  time  came, 
the  crop  rotted  so  badly  that  only  two  bushels  were  salable  ; 
so  we  have  been  obliged  to  pay  out  the  sum  of  $10.34  which 
we  had  on  hand  last  year.  Even  if  the  potato  crop  was  un- 
satisfactory, the  tomato  project  was  all  that  could  be  de- 
sired.     More  tomatoes  were  grown  than  the  Domestic    Arts 
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class  needed  for  canning  so  many  were  given  away.  Prac- 
tically all  members  of  the  class  in  Horticulture  obtained 
their  tomato  plants  from  the  school  and  nearly  all  of  these 
students  had  successful  home  gardens. 

In  addition  to  their  regular  work,  the  girls  of  the  Do- 
mestic Arts  Department  have  been  serving  at  noon  cocoa 
and  soup  to  pupils  desiring  them.  Only  sufficient  charge  is 
made  to  cover  the  cost  of  materials  used. 

Improvements 

Twenty-five  new  recitation  chairs  for  the  science  labo- 
ratory and  six  adjustable  chairs  for  the  main  high  school 
room  have  been  added  to  the  school  equipment.  As  soon  as 
funds  will  permit,  the  old  out-of-date  seats  should  be  re- 
moved and  adjustable  chairs  substituted  for  them.  I  would 
also  recommend  that  the  interior  of  the  Academy  be  renovat- 
ed be'fore  the  beginning  of  the  next  school  year. 

The  south-west  room  in  Pearson  Hall,  formerly  occupied 
by  the  village  library,  is  now  being  used  for  a  science  labo- 
ratory. All  of  the  work  necessary  to  change  this  room  into 
a  laboratory  has  been  done  by  the  class  in  Farm  Mechanics, 
who  have  installed  a  sink  and  jackaled  stove,  besides  build- 
ing two  tables,  several  shelves  and  a  cupboard  for  keeping 
chemicals  and  apparatus.  Needless  to  say,  this  has  saved 
the  town  considerable  expense. 

In  addition  to  this  work,  the  class  has  also  remodeled 
the  old  woodshed  which  stands  behind  Pearson  Hall.  A 
room  14ft  x  14ft  has  been  partitioned  off,  a  new  floor  laid, 
and  windows  put  in.t  An  excellent  blacksmithing  equip- 
ment has  been  purchased  and  the  shop  should  be  ready  for 
use  by  the  latter  part  of  the  present  (winter)  term. 

As  stated  in  my  last  report,  I  believe  that  a  gymnasium 
should  be  provided  for  the  school.  In  addition  to  attracting 
pupils  from  neighboring  towns,  it  would  incidentally,  in- 
crease the  tuition  receipts.      This  year  the   boys    have    been 
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allowed  to  use  Pearson  Hall,  to  a  limited  extent,  for  playing 
basket  ball.  In  my  opinion,  this  has  done  the  boys  good 
and  has  had  a  wholesome  j^ffect  upon. ...the  dicipline  of  the 
school.  If  it  seems  inadvisable  to  purchase  the  old  court- 
house next  year,  I  believe  the  pillars  should  be  removed  from 
the  hall  so  that  basket  ball  games  could  be  held  there.  As 
I  indicated  last  year,  this  could  be  done  at  very  little  ex- 
pense. 

The  success  of  the  present  school  year  has  been  due,  in 
a  large  measure,  to  the  support  of  the  school  officers,  the 
interest  of  the  public,  and  the  cooperation  and  loyalty  of  the 
assistant  teachers  to  whom  my  thanks  are  hereby  expressed.

It  should  be  noted  that  all  the  above  graduates  entered 
the  Woodsville  High  school  except  one  who  moved  from 
town.  This  proves  that  the  Woodsville  schools  are  con- 
tinuous and  that  the  public  are  appreciative  of  their  educa- 
tional advantages. 
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The  per  cent  of  attendance  last  year,  96.27,  is  quite 
above  the  average  of  schools  of  this  size,  though  not  so  good 
as  might  easily  be  obtained,  if  a  few  parents  would  take  a 
little  more  pains  to  send  their  children  to  school  every  day. 
593  tardy  marks,  however,  are  not  so  creditable.  While 
accidents  will  happen  and  a  certain  number  of  tardinesses 
may  be  justifiable,  the  great  majority  of  these  marks  were 
absolutely  unnecessary.  An  unexcuseable  tardiness  at 
school  is  a  mark  of  disgrace  and  is  the  result  of  a  lack  of 
proper  care  and  responsibility  on  the  part  of  parent  and  child. 

French  has  been  introduced  into  the  seventh  grade  as 
the  first  step  in  the  gradual  adoption  of  the  new  State  Pro- 
gram of  Studies  for  Elementary  Schools.  The  ease  with 
which  the  pupils  of  this  grade  learn  to  speak  and  read  this 
language  is  good  evidence  that  it  is  at  this  stage  of  develop- 
ment that  children  can  do  this  work  with  the  greatest  econo- 
my. 

The  work  of  the  high  school  both  in  quantity  and  quali- 
ty places  it  among  the  leading  high  schools  of  the  state. 
The  large  list  of  tuition  pupils,  many  of  which  are  from 
Vermont,  speaks  well  for  the  popularity  of  the  school  and  is 
good  proof  that  it  is  giving  satisfactory  results. 

The  tuition  in  both  grades  and  high  school  for  the  fall 
term  was  $535  which  means  over  $1300  for  the  year.  The 
tuition  rate  in  the  high  school  is  $36  per  year.  The  actual 
cost  to  the  district  per  pupil  last  year  was  some  over  $50 
without  reckoning  overhead  charges.  This  is  not  an  excep- 
tional cost.  In  a  nearby  high  school  the  cost  for  the  same 
year  was  over  $100  per  pupil.  The  district  should  increase 
its  tuition  rate  to  correspond  more  nearly  to  the  real  cost. 

Adjustable  desks  are  very  much  needed  in  grade  seven. 
This  is  the  only  room  where  the  old  stationary  desks  are  in 
use.     The  expense  would  be  not  far  from  $125. 

Medical  inspection  which  was  begun  this  year  with  very 
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satisfactory  results  should  be  continued.      The  report  of  the 
medical  inspector  is  appended. 

The  district  should  be  prepared  to  grant  a  general  raise 
in  teacher's  salaries  another  year  to  meet  the  increased  cost 
of  living.  The  reorganization  of  the  seventh  and  eighth 
grades  according  to  the  new  state  program  will  necessitate 
more  highly  specialized  teachers  who  can  demand  larger  sal- 
aries. 

An  additional  teacher,  I  believe,  should  be  engaged 
another  year  to  take  charge  of  the  sewing,  cooking  and  man- 
ual training  in  the  grades  and  also  to  give  individual  assis- 
tance to  such  pupils  as  are  unable  to  keep  up  with  their 
grade.     This  would  also  relieve  the  high  school  to  some  extent. 

Teachers  and  pupils  at  the  grade  building  by  collecting 
papers  and  in  other  ways  are  getting  a  fund  for  equipping 
the  grounds  with  permanent  playground  apparatus.  Any 
assistance  from  the  public  or  the  district  would  be  very  much 
appreciated. 

In  behalf  of  all  concerned,  I  wish  to  thank  Mrs.  Mary 
D.  Randall  for  her  thoughtful  generosity  in  presenting  to 
the  grades  a  valuable  four  volume  history  of  New  Hamp- 
shire. 

Again  I  am  glad  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the 
friendly  and  helpful  spirit  which  has  during  the  past  year 
characterized  my  relations  with  all  connected  with  the 
schools.

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The  Latin  Course  is  strongly  recommended  for  those 
who  look  forward  to  teaching,  and  is  necessary  for  those 
who  plan  to  pursue  academic  work  in  college.  Although 
not  indispensable,  at  least  one  year  of  the  Latin  furnishes  an 
excellent  foundation  for  future  work  in  modern  languages, 
especially  in  French.  Permission  is  always  given  to  trans- 
fer to  the  English  course  after  the  first  year  ;  yet  it  is  wise 
to  continue  through  the  four  years  the  curriculum  begun  in 
the  entering  year. 

The  English  Course  is  offered  to  those  who  look  for- 
ward to  a  technical  career,  or  plan  to  enter  normal  schools 
or  en^a^e  in  the  trades.  It  fits  for  such  institutions  of  higher 
learning  as  the  Worcester  Polytechnic  Institute,  and  the 
scientific  departments  of  the  colleges. 

The  Commercial  Course  thoroughly  prepares  for  gen- 
eral or  special  office  work,  where  skillful  ability  in  stenogra- 
phy, typewriting  and  bookkeeping  is  required. 

Parents  are  advised  to  consult  with  the  head  of  the 
school  in  regard  to  the  probable  course  best  suited  to  the 
plans  of  the  entering  student.  No  boy  or  girl  should  enter 
the  school  on  the  opening  day  with  an  erroneous  conception 
of  the   difference  between  ths  courses. 

Athletics 

In  midwinter  a  basket  ball  league  was  formed,  com- 
posed of  six  high  schools  in  the  North  Country.  We  entered 
this  league,  as  the  principles  governing  it  are  sound  and 
wholesome  and  act  as  a  genuine  stimulus  to  good  scholarship 
among  the  players.  The  financing  of  the  games,  however, 
ha8  been  a  real  hardship.  We  have  had  to  resort  to  other 
means  to  procure  funds  than  box-office  receipts,  as  these, 
with  other  modes  of  entertainment  keenly  competing,  have 
been  inadequate.  This  deficit  his  been  met  by  a  few  soirees 
in  the  school  hall.      High  school  athletics  in    Woods ville    of 
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any  kind  is  not  self-supporting,  and  for  this  reason  has  to  be 
met  by  other  methods.  We  do  not  allow  subscription  papers 
to  be  circulated.  Public  patronage  of  school  games,  there- 
fore, is  respectfully  urged. 

The  Lyceum 

This  club  during  the  year  has  given  several  excellent 
public  programs,  and  has  maintained  its  usual  standard. 
The  club  takes  pleasure  in  announcing  that  the  debt  in- 
curred in  framing  the  pictures  acquired  two  years  ago  for 
the  building  has  been  paid  entirely  with  money  donated 
from  the  Lyceum  treasury. 

Prize  Speaking 

The  twenty-first  year  of  the  prize  speaking  contest  was 
celebrated  by  the  performance  given  February  8.  Five 
boy 8  and  five  girls  participated,  and  were  coached  by  Miss 
Luvia  Ellen  Mann,  a  graduate  of  the  Emerson  School  of 
Oratory.  We  are  to  be  congratulated  on  being  able  to  se- 
cure the  continued  services  of  Miss  Mann,  who  is  not  only  an 
extraordinary  coach,  but  is  also  rapidly  winning  deserved 
fame  on  the  public  platform,  which  is  acknowledged  by  her 
connection  with  the  White  Entertainment  Bureau. 

If  the  usual  patronage  of  the  public  can  be  maintained 
the  contest  can  be  self-supporting.  It  seems  highly  prob- 
able that  an  extra-curriculum  activity  which  has  stood  the 
test  of  two  decades  merits  continued  support  by  the  public.

REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  INSPECTOR 


Your  Medical  Inspector  respectfully  presents    the    following 
report : 

The  most  important  provisions  of  the  Medical  Inspection 
Act  are  : 

The  School  Physician  shall  make  at  least  one  an- 
nual inspection  of  all  pupils,  teachers,  janitors,  other 
employees  and  buildings. 

On  report  of  physician,  the  school  board  shall  take 
such  steps  as  the  health  of  the  children  and  the  public 
in  their  opinion,  demands. 

Careful  tests  and  examination  of  the  eyesight  and 
hearing. 

Report  to  parent  or  guardian  in  case  of  sickness  or 
defect. 

The  detection  and  exclusion  of  parasitic  and  con- 
tagious diseases. 

A  physical  record  of  each  child  from  the  first  to  the 
twelfth  grade  is  kept  on  file  and  is  based  upon  the  physical 
examination  as  prescribed  by  the  State  Board  of  Health. 

For  the  detection  of  contagious  disease  which  may  ap- 
pear at  any  time,  it  is  necessary  to  rely  on  the  teacher's 
powers  of  observation,  and  at  her  request  the  inspector 
promptly  examines  any  suspicious  case.  The  maxim  "The 
authority  that  compels  attendance  at  school  has  the  added 
duty  of  insisting  that  no  harm  shall  come  from  such  attend- 
ance" is  here  applicable. 

The  examination  of  the  eyesight  and  hearing  has  been 
made  in  accordance  with  the  test  laid,  down  by  the  State 
Board  of  Health  which,  while  not  so    rigid    as    to    prove    a 
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hardship,  is  comprehensive  enough   to    discover    all    defects 
which  would  seriously  handicap  a  child  in  the  class-room. 

Defective  teeth  is  the  most  common  trouble  noted. 
Any  individual  child  with  decayed  teeth  is  being  daily 
poisoned  while  waiting  for  something  to  be  done.  I  am 
glad  to  report  that  in  most  cases  the  parents  have  been 
prompt  to  remedy  this  defect. 

Adenoids  and  enlarged  tonsils  have  been  noted  in  some 
cases  and  many  of  those  defects  have  been  remedied. 

The  attitude  of  the  pupils  toward  inspection  and  being 
inspected  has  been  one  of  interest  and  confidence  and  I  wish 
to  express  my  fullest  appreciation  of  the  co-operation  of  the 
teachers,  superintendent  and  school  board. 
The  ideal  of  medical  inspection  is  to  achieve  the  normal 
adult  and  to  deliver  from  the  school  to  college  or  a  life  of 
work,  an  individual  that  is  normal  and  free  from  physical 
defect. 

I  would  suggest  that  there  be  inaugurated  a    series    of 

graded  talks  to  each  class  on  the  principles  of  right  living,  care 

of  the  teeth,  etc.  to  to  given  by  physicians    and    dentists    at 

such  times  as  would  not  conflict  with  the  regular  curriculum.
